Last spring the mayors of the large Cana- 
dian cities converged on Ottawa and protested 
fully that the Dominion should assume the 


costs which the cities were required to 


pay. Nothing came of the protest; and as a 


result Edmonton is in a worse position in 
respect to this metter than it was last year. 

At that time the Dominion and the province 
each contributed onesthird of whatever amount 
the city had to pay out for unemployment relief 
Now the Provincial Government sends along a 
cheque for $47,500 each month, on behalf of 
itself and the Dominion; and the city has to pay 
the balance, whatever that may be. This con- 
tribution does not go half-way to meet the 
outlay. + 

During the nine months ending with Sept- 
tember the city paid out more than $393,000 on 
its own account, against $325,000 for the corre- 
sponding months of last year. With the expend- 
iture up and the Government contributions 
down, the city is penalized in both directions. 

For the year the cost falling upon the city 
treasury is expected to amount to ‘$350,000. 
Since 1930 to the end of last year the cost to the 
city was $1,456,000. It requires $1,442 every day 
to meet the city’s present outgo for unemploy- 
ment relief, with 2100 families on the list in the 
city and 231 families placed on farms under the 
three-way agreement. 
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The unemployment problem, it will be ob- — 


served, is still present in Edmonton, and bear- 
ing heavier on the taxpayer than it did a year 
ago—-just as it is still present and producing the 
same results in Toronto and Montreal—whence 
come the cloud-painters who tell us in post- 
prandial orations that the depression is over if 
we only knew it. 

This is one of the subjects upon which dis- 
cussion should take piace during the coming 
campaign, with a view to instructing next year's 
council what to do about it.

Sir Perey Hurd, M.P., in “Overseas,” monthly 
journal of the Overseas League, predicts that 
in 25 years time, Canada will consist of five 
provinces instead of nine. 

He thinks our population will be very much 
greater and our food production enormously 
increased; that our railways 
will continue as separate 
organizations, but with a uni- 
fied management; that the 
provincial capitals will be 
weaker and the influence of 
Ottawa far greater than at 
present. 

The five provinces will be 
British Columbia. the prairies, 
Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritimes. Already there is 
a considerable public opinion 
towards amalgamating the provinces in the 
interest of economy in administration.

Reduction of another kind is suggested in a 
Vancouver newspaper. Before ever the new 
Governor Genera] had landed, a correspondent 
was out with a scheme to unite British Colum- 
bia and Alberta as a unit with sovereign powers 
The idea isn’t new. Usually it is associated 
with the argument that British Columbia with 
its wealth of natural resources, cheap water 
power, open harbours and water connection 
with Asia, could achieve wealth and import- 
ance as a manufacturing and exporting state.

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Lumbago 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

When muscular rheumatism is found in the 
lower back, it is called lumbago. Mild attacks 
of this form of muscular rheumatism may occur 
following exposure to cold when the cireula- 
tion becomes congested and the elimination of 
toxins is retarded. 

Lumbago is characterized 
by soreness and stiffness of 
these jowet back muscles and 
this stiffness will become 
most pronounced when the 
patient attempts to arise after 
sitting down.

Before a 
definite diagnosis is given, the patient requires 
a@ most careful examination. This examination 
should not only include the lower back but 
should also include the pelvic organs and the 
feet. In every case of lumbago, a tendency to 
rheumatism should be considered as a possible 
cause, as a general rheumatic diathesis is one 
of the fundamental causes of this disorder.

The Liberals gained 
three seats in Oniario to 38; lost 
two in Quebec to 54; won all the 
18 seats in Nova Scotia; lost two 
seats in New Brunswick, clecting 
two; gained five in Manitoba, 
electing seven; and, most wonder- 
ful of all, made a clean sweep in 
British Columbia, capturing all 
seven seats; in Prince Edward Is- 
land they lost two seats; in the 
Northwest Territories they gained 


three; and they lost the Yukon 
seat. 
The Conservatives carried 48 


ridings in Ontario, a loss of six; 
in Quebec they elected 11, a gain 
of four; in Nova Scotia they were 
wiped out; in New Brunswick 
they gained one, electing six; in 
Manitoba they elected three, the 
same as in 1900; British Columbia 
rejected all the Conservatives; in
